THE UPRISING IN MATABELAND. 


Mure S«'rloli§ Tliun ill XMrgt Supposed— 


Mail) Whites Mimlciud. 


CAPE TOWN, March 27.—Dispatches 


from Buluwayo, Matabeland, indicate 
the uprising in that part of the colony 
very serious. The disturbance is wide- 
spread and is becoming hourly more 
alarming. The revolt may spreaS to 
other parts of South Africa. Settlers in 
Matabeland are flocking into town which 
is being placed in a condition for de- 
fense. Reinforcements of mounted po- 
lice with supplies and ammunition for 
maxim guns are being hurried to Bulu- 
wayo. The natives are raiding farms 
and are killing white settlers in tbe 
Matapo hills. Rumor has it that over 
fifty were slain. Frederick C. Soloun, 
tbe well-known explorer and hunter 
who distinguished himself during the 
Matabela war, will shortly start for the 
front at the head of a strong force of 
South African troops.

DEATH OF O. F. 
MURPHY, 


Chief Official Reporter off th« Senate of

WASHINGTON, Ind.. March 27.— D. F. 


Murphy, chief official reporter of the 
United States senate, died in this city 
last night, aged 62 years. He had been 
in bad health for several years, suffer- 
ing from nervous disorders. Wednes- 
day night he had an apoplectic stroke, 
from which he temporarily rallied, 
only to succumb at 7:40 lost night. 


Mr. Murphy became connected with 


the senate in 1848, and had remained 
there continuously since, in 1374 bz- 
ing appointed chief official reporter.

reached an agreement; as to the rear- 
rangement of tlie stars of the union of 
the United States flag1, tade necessary 
by tiir addition of another star as the 
representative of tbe new stile of Dtoh. 
The arrangement having1 received the 
approval of the president has just been 
made public. Under the existing ar- 
rangement there are six rows of stars, 
the top and bottom rows each contain- 
ing eight stars and the four intervening 
rows seven'each. The lines are hori- 
zontal from left to right and run 
obliquely from ten to bottom. 
Two 


changes have been made in this arrange- 
ment in order to meet the present and 
possible future necessities. 
The end 


star in the bottom raw is placed at the 
beginning of the fifth row, and the ex- 
tra star lequlred for the last state ad- 
mitted to the union is placed at the left 
or beginning of. the third row. 


The effect of these changes is that the 


first, third and fifth rows contain eight 
star;, each, and the second, fourth and 
sixth rows contain se^en stars each, 
making 43 in all the horizontal lines 
across the union fiom left to right and 
the oblique lines froin top to bottom are 
retained in the new Hag. The three ad- 
ditional stars that may eventually be 
required for the territories 
of New 


Mexico, Arizona and Oklahoma, can be 
placed at the end oi the second, fourth 
aud sixth rovss>, icspectnelj, without 
requiring any f ui ther change in the de- 
sign now adopted. 


X RAYS AND BACTERIA. 


Interesting Kxperlraenta Mnde 11) Prof. 


Mlnuk at Munich. 


Exceedingly interesting experiments 


have been mode in Munich in the Uni 
\ersity Phjsical institute with refer- 
ence to the effect of the Roentgen i ays 
on bacteria, says the New Yorlc Jour 
caJ. It is well loiown to scientists that 
daylight, as a!so does electric liffht, ex 
ercises a strong destructive influence 
o^er bacteria. 


Accordingly, experiments were in 


stituted to ascertain whether X rays 
have asimilar effect, tha importance oj 
the point being- that were this so, the 
tranbparency of the soft portions of the 
human body towards this illutninant 
w ould afford ground for most optimist- 
ic views on the cure of infectious dis 
eases, besides creating wholly newmed 
ical points of view 


Pi of. P. Minck accordingly exposed 


cultures of typhus bacteria, which he 
partially covered with lead strips, mak- 
ing use of a pear-shaped Hittorff tube 
An exposure of 35 minutes produced no 
apparent change between illuminated 
and unilluminated portions, though 
Prof. Minck believed at hjs second at- 
tempt that he peiceived a certain ac- 
tivity 
At any rate, he entertains the 


view that better results are to be ex- 
pected from sufficiently long exposure, 
01 at least five hours.

Id Statement of What Invest* 
ore Ought to Know. 


Expectations Art Capitalized—"full-Paid" 


Stock Explained — Why laUuhla 


MJnen D» Sot Always Pay 


tb* Stockholder*. 


"Youcansellnnylhingif you will first 


stock it," said a Colorado Springs 
lirol-er to a Crjpple Creek miner last No- 
v ember. 


"My people are modest; they want to 


buy mines, but not mining1 stock," said 
a representative of Pittsburgh invest- 
ors, speakirj" in the lobby of a Denver 
hotel last January. 


The tv> o remarks somewhat explain 


each other, "but knowledge of the local 
situation is necessajj to understand 
fully the apparent contradiction. 


Up to lastNovember nearly all the de- 


velopment woik in Colorado was done 
by Colorado capital. This was of neces- 
sity, for after the collapse in 1893, and 
the general closing1 of silver mines, out- 
tide capitnl was, not obtainable. Col- 
ored* people turned to iirospecting- for 
gold, ot& developing prospects found, 
beiauhft there was absolutely nothing 
else fc» them to do. When wonderful- 
ly rich mines begjn to be demonstrated, 
outsiders g-ievv to be interested and the 
whole population of Colorado became 
incited. 


That the mining fever should be fol- 


lowed by the incorpoiation fever was 
.nevitaule 
\\hen the output of a min- 


ing camp is rising1 lapidly toward the 
$1,000,000 a mouth point, no pov\er on 
earth can pi event people fiom wanting 
to acxuit1 some kind o£ interest. 
As 


long as time is a bu,iis of leal aud in- 
creasing value m ^orae oC the proper- 
ties., almost anj thing1 will be believed to 
.iavp value. Stacks of all sorts will rise 
in piiep, not perhaps licc.msp the men 
nt the inner tucle believe- them to have 
intrinsic vjJue, but beuausi' these men 
believe thpj can make othol people 
lielievc1 they have value 
All throug-h 


the faJl stocks were engeilj bought on 
the Colorailo exchanges simply because 
they were go'ng- up and could be turned 
at a profit. 


It \vas easy to make* money on this 


kind of a market, as it is at the begin- 
ning of any booin,andoutsiderssnccred- 
Yd almost as well for a time .\s piofes- 
.sionals. An honest man has told me, 


honest practtcaa the mm who was tltemj 
president of exchange B. Coder such] 
circumstances the prospective investor' 
felt somewhat like a scared possenge* 
in n crowd of bawling* cabmen. Tlie 
auction rooms of the 
different ex- 


changes somehow looked more like traps 
than places of business, and the invita- 
tion to ""come in and invest" pot itself 
suspected of being a coveit form for 
the invitation to 
"come in and be 


skinned." The effect vt as in every way 
bad, 
for the market was spiead out so 


thin that no one could be sure of any- 
thing-. 
One stock that was being 


actively boomed during- January was, 
on the same day, sold at four cents at 
Victor, three cents at Pueblo, two cents 
at Denver, and one and three-fourth 
cents at Colorado Springs. This un- 
fortunate division of exchanges began 
when Denver lost the lead by refusing 
to have confidence in Cripple Creek, and 
left Colorado Springs to become the 
most active center of speculation for 
that district. 
Later, exchanges were 


multiplied in an absurd fashion less 
from a desire of the brokers to speculate 
in mining- stocks than a desire to specu- 
late in seats on mining exchanges. A 
seat on the Colorado Springs mining ex- 
change which had cost less than $30C 
came to hav e a v alue of more than $1.000, 
and 
the promoters of other boards, 


seemed to think they could duplicate 
this experience. 
Instead they dis- 


credited the state and themselves by 
their folly. 


Although the perfectly unreasoning- 


boom has subsided, at least for a time, 
it is still not easy to find what element 
of safety there is in a purchase of stock 
in a company really having a valuable 
mine. 
The secretary of one of the 


most substantial aud conservative ex- 
change!, in the state, when asked re- 
garding the protection afforded by tiie 
Inns of Colorado to minority stock 
holdeis in mining companies against 
the manipulation of rings, said that he 
could not answer because he had never 
hoard the question raised. It was the 
same when he was asked about the li- 
ability of stockholders for the debts 
ol a, bankrupt coznpanj' 
Write to <i 


Colorado mining broker, asking sucli 
questions as thes>e, and the chances are 
that you will get a reply prefaced by 
tlia statement that he. does not knou 
the answer to your question, but de- 
sires to call your attention to the ex- 
treme profitablenss of buying Cripple 
Creek stocks. He will then give yon 
figures showing that if at the begin-

with tlmt wealth of "coirobcrative de- 
tail designed to lend a pleasing ver- 
isimilitude to anotliei vv isc^jald and rni- 
<onvmcing- narrative," of two Swedish 
servant girls who turned over $75 to 
a stock broker with whom they weic 
t-hgUtlv acquainted, giving him no di- 
lections except to invest it in stocks 
at his discretion. He turned the moncj 
lepeatedly dm ing the course o! a v, eui, 
at the end of which time he paid them 
M.SOO each, which was the amount ic- 
maimng after deducting all his own 
toinmissiou 
It is hard to keep from 


putting excited in a community where 
such things happen. 


To meet the demand for anything 


called mining stock, between GOO and 
700 new mining companies were in- 
corporated in Colorado in 1SS5, with an 
authorised capitalization of more than 
half a billion dollars. This happens to 
be almost exactly equal to the entire 
nominal capital of all the mining com- 
pames, new aud old, registered in Eng- 
land during 1883,and operating in Great 
Britain, Xorth America, South America, 
Europe, Africa and Australia, About 
1,000 companies have been organized at 
one time or another to operate in the 
Cripple Creek district, with B nominal 
capita.) of nearly a billion- If the total 
does not reach this euin at present it 
soon will, for the same astounding 
birth rate continues—to the enrich- 
ment of the office of the secretary of 
state.where a fee of ten cents per $1,000 of 
authorized capital must be paid. It is 
one of the lesser results of the mining 
boom, that a threatened deficit in the 
state levennes has been wiped out by 
tlie payment of these fees, which for 
fiome time have amounted to about $2,- 
000 per day. 
Naturally enough, the 


"boom halts and staggers under the bur- 
den of this astounding- capitalization. 
Dven the craziest must see that discrim- 
ination ia necessary io buying such 
stuff; but a Teal bonn. fide,popular boom 
is nothing- if oat mdiscriminnting. The 
boom that hesitates ia lost, and becomes 
something else. 


This effort ia hampered by the ridicu- 


lous and mischievous multiplication of 
exchanges. 
"Will you walk into my 


stock exchange?" said Colorado to the 
worM. But as the outsiders began to 
arrive they found not on« stock ex- 
change, bnt ten or fifteen. The brokers 
on each were prone to whisper to the 
stranger that the fellow's on the other 
exchange* were not to be trusted, and 
go on to explain different methods of 
robbing the unwary. A member of 
stock exchange A woo Id explain 1» yon 
bow hla hnard had discharged for din- 


ning- of 1805 you li.id bought 1,0(10 
bliares of cvuh of the (tipjile Creek 
stocks listed on the Colorado niniiiii; 
stock CAI lunge, liujiug- flora top to 
bottom with jour eyes shilt, jou 
would not h i v e lost on a sing-lc stock 
at the end of Hie jc.ir, and on .111 in- 
vestment of $1,00250 you would have 
ien.li/ed a. piolit of 377 per cent. If, 
however, you had used c'usciiinmation. 
and invested 5,1,000 each in the ton 
stocks which he, the broker, would 
have pointed out as most likely to ad- 
vance, you might have realized a pioiit 
of 7j.3 per cent at the end of the year, 
and have hid instead of $10,000 in- 
vented the neat little sum of $85,38H 
In other words, he could hove seived 
you almost as efficiently as the broker 
mentioned above who speculated foi 
the servant girls. 


So much of this kind of literature 


has bren sent out because so large a 
proportion of presumptive investors 
inquire about nothing but the proba- 
bilities of profit in short term specu- 
lative ventures. The letters of inquiry 
that burdens the brokers' mails ask 
anxiously about the outlook for tiie 
market of next week or next month. 
"How 
soon can we realize?" is the com- 


mon question. 
A local paper in giv- 


ing advice about how an amateur 
should begin to speculate in mining 
stocks says that a very good way is Io 
deposit as, much as you are willing to 
risk with a reliable broker, and let him 
use his judgment. In other words the 
servant girl method of investing is all 
that U necessary in order to get rich. 


The more reputable brokers and ex- 


changes are as anxious as anyone to 
stop torn blind plunging, and have re- 
cently made concerted efforts to limit 
toe (.took dealt in to those having dem- 
onstrable value. The listing- fee has 
been raised, the list has been divided 
into "mines" and "prospects," and the 
listing committee bos been instructed 
to make searching inquiries in the case 
of each corporate applicant for a place 
on the list—(1) as to the character of 
the officers; {2) as to the location ot 
property; <3) as to title; (4) as to the 
amount of work done, and (5) as to the 
amount of money or unused stock in the 
treasury of the company. There are a 
large number ot minor inquiries made, 
and a pledge ia exacted to furnish any 
further information that the exchange 
may ask. Yet, notwithstanding all 
these precautions, the rumor u current 
as I write that some of th4 lilted 
"mines" are chipping ore that it does 
not pay them to snip in order to beep tip 
appearaiKf • until the last of tfcdr

publican complains that tbe energy amd 
money needed in tbe prospect holea la 
being wasted in stock jobbing1. Of tbe 
1.000 companies organized to operate in, 
Cripple Greek, less than 20il are ever) 
heard of on any of the Colorndo ex- 
changes, and less than SO, including 
both "mines" and "prospects," are on 
tbe lists of the Colorndo mining stock 
exchange of Denver, or of the mining 
stock exchange of Colorado Springs. 
Wild cat stock, like the old wild cat cur- 
rency, often circulates best a-n ay from 
home, and many stocks are being- sold 
in the east that could not be sold here. 


What guarantee is there that a mi- 


nority stock holder in a mining- com- 
pany n ill not have his holding rendered 
valueless, irrespective of the outcome of 
the milling operations? The experi- 
ence of California mining companies is 
not reassuring. 
A \eteran Arizona 


prospector once told me of selling n 
claim to a San Francisco company for 
S>-!0,IKK>. I asked him if the mine turned 
out to be & good one. and his reply vt as • 
"Well, it was an uncommonly gootl 
mine for a stock company to o\\n 
It 


was very pockety. They would strike 
rich ore and boom the stock, and ha\e 
assessments for machinery and so on. 
Theu the lead would pinch out, and 
there vtould be more assessments for 
further exploration, and everybody 
would get discouraged and the stock 
would slump 
Then there would be an- 


other strike and another boom. So 1 
g-uess," he concluded, "that the men on 
the inside made more out of it than if it 
had been a better mine." 


His concluding observations recalls 


the remark of a possible investor made 
to :i persistent Sail Francisco biokci: 
"Your account of the propertj is at- 
tractive 
From what jou buy I should 


think the company must ow n a good 
thing. You ask me \\liatmore I uant 
before investing 
My reply is that be- 


fore I want to invest a dollar in the 
stock I want to see the photogi aphs i.nd 
biographies of the mei\ that control the 
company." 


There are three thing's that lire sup- 


posed to make it safer to buy Coloiado 
mining- stock tlian the varieties handled 
in other times and other places. (1) 
The directors of a mining- company 
cannot mortgage its property or give a 
lieu upon it without the formal consent 
of a majority of the stock. But such ,v 
lay will not protect minority stock 
holders, and besides, tlie directois may 
contract debts for which the company 
can be sued, and a judgment con- 
stitutes a lien. 
Such judgments are, 


hovvevpi, very slow of collection. Prac- 
tically it is hard for tlie companies to 
borrow 
(2) Nearly all Colorado min- 


ing stock is non-assessable. It can be 
either assessable or non-assessable, but 
must show on its face in which way it 
has been issued. (1) Colorado mining- 
stock is neaily all "full paid " 


A stranger who has been staggered 


by the amount f or v\ Inch the companies 
aie capitalized is likely to be knocked 
down by the further information that 
theii stock is "full paid." But to say 
that the stock is "full paid" does not 
mean in Colorndo that 100 cents on 
the dollar has been pa»il into the 
compiin; tieasuiy for it. It means, in- 
stead, that the company at the begin- 
ning of its operation took advantage of 
a legal tic'tion in aji attempt to shield 
the purchasers of its stock fioru being 
called on for the difference between the 
price tlie\ paid foi itnnd the par value 
If I buy stock at ten cents a share di- 
rect irom the company the company 
usually hna the light to call foi the re- 
maining 'JO cents in installments, as the 
law pi ov ides, and tbe money is needed. 
llut if three men organize a mining 
company in Colorado they do not pro 
cecd in an ordinary v aj . Suppose they 
oun n claim or claims which would sell 
for cash at not to exceed $10,000. The 
company organizes with a capital of 
$1,000000. The company votes that it 
considers these claims worth $1,000,000, 
and gives the entire amount of its stock 
in payment for them. Tins stock is 
considered to be "full paid," and it is 
supposed that the holder can never lie 
called upon for any further payments 
on it. The legality of this method of 
giving the purchaser of cheap stock 
complete immunity fiom anything like 
assessments has not been 
fully ad- 


judicated, but it is known that a court 
vvill not set afiide "an honest over-esti- 
mate" of property thus exchanged for 
stock. Safety therefore depends upon 
the honesty of the initial estimate. 


As a new million-dollar infant corpo- 


ration has no money with which to 
beg-in operations, its parents kindly 
contribute to it a half or a quarter or 
some other fraction of tbe full-paid 
stock that has just been gfren th«m. 
This g-oes into the treasury of the com- 
pany and is called "treasury stock." 
It is sold for whatever it n.ay bring, 
and the money goes into the treasury 
to be used in developing the property. 
Many of these million dollar companies 
secure only a few thousand dollars 
with which to operate, and it is clear 
that a bonanza must be struck and 
struck soon in order to make this beg- 
garly ca&b investment result in divi- 
dends on such a princely array of cap- 
italized expectations. A few such ac- 
cidents have happened. 


Trust companies have recently been 


organized to provide for the registra- 
tion of mining stocks, and to protect 
purchasers against over-issue and some 
other forms of corporate dishonesty. 
The law regulating these companies i» 
apparently very good, and it may be 
hoped that their influence, together 
with that of tbe mining exchanges. 
will give considerable security to in- 
veators who take the trouble to exer- 
cise as much caution in making their 
mining investments aa they would ex- 
ercise in buying land or railroad secur- 
ities. Such investors will insist upon 
knowing something of the personnel 
of companies in which they buy stock, 
for after all tbe best guarantee of hon- 
est management is honest managers — 
and there is no dearth of this class of 
men In Colorado.

It Hu Padergone More Change* Than 


Any Other. 


English has changed more than nny 


other Inngunge, regarded merely as u 
Teutonic language. 
It is farthest re- 


moved from the parent stock. 
It is 


descended from the Saxon, which is the 
parent of Low German and Dutch, and 
as it were the grandparent of Eng- 
lish. 
But besides the Teutonic part 


which is the ground work of the lan- 
guage, it has suffered all the effects ot 
a lengthy Roman occupation. 
This 


has had a great influence on the lan- 
guage and has introduced many words 
into it. 
It must be remembered also 


that French was for a long- period the 
official langTUigre of the country. This 
had an even greater effect on the 
tongue. 
Finally it has not entirely 


lost all traces of the early Celtic occu- 
pation. 
This combination has pro- 


duced the most varied, rich and flexible 
language that exists. 


Greek has changed least. Anyone 


who wishes to satisfy himself of the 
truth of this statement need only take 
down four authors, like 
Herodotus, 


Plutarch, Anna Commena and Trikupi 
He will find, if he can translate one, 
that he can translate the others; and 
this though they wrote respectively 
450 j«ars before Christ, and 70, 1,110, 
and 1,800 years after.
